It would be a sim ple m atter for tile polls, th em ­ 
selves, to remove this objection

necessary would be to display prom inently in each 
presentation of sta tistics

findings reflect public opinion as of a certain date.

some polls, though

FOR DIAL PLAN 


Uniform Service, 
Ever- 
ready Feature Listed 
By Officials 


The need for constancy of ser­ 
vice. the ever-ready feature pro­ 
vided by m achinery in the sw itch­ 
ing of telephone 
calls, 
and the 
necessity 
to 
establish 
a 
system 
which would 
be 
m ore adaptable 
th an m anual operation to the im ­ 
provem ents and developm ents re­ 
quired to keep pace w ith the con­ 
stan tly 
increasing 
dem ands 
for 
telephone 
service, 
prom pted 
the 
developm ent and 
use 
of the dial 
telephone system w hich is taping in­ 
stalled in Salem, according to Carl 
F. W illman, com m ercial m anager 
for the Ohio Bell Telephone com ­ 
pany. 
Hi' pointed out th a t because of 
the possible far-reaching effect of 
one telephone call th a t m ight go 
astray due to the hum an elem ent 
involved, the use of m achinery in 
th e telephone 
industry seems 
to 
be more 
essential 
th an in most 
other industries. 
Unifo’m Performance 
“Dial telephones furnish a uni­ 
form ly h gh standard of perform ­ 
ance under rush conditions which 
m ight be difficult to handle under 
the m anual system ." *>aid M anager 
W illman. 
"The dial central office equip­ 
m ent is always waiting, ever-ready 
for service, no m atter w hat tim e 
of day or night it m ight be re­ 
q u ired " 
A nother 
factor 
which 
brought 
about the growing necessity for dial 
service, according to W illman, was 
the increasing cost involved in fu r­ 
nishing telephone service. He des­ 
cribed how a num ber of years ago 
it became apparent to telephone 
engineers th at 
it 
would become 
more and more 
difficult 
to con­ 
tinue to improve telephone service 
with the m anual system and equal­ 
ly apparent 
th a t 
such improve­ 
m ents would entail increasing costs. 
"Careful studies, covering a per­ 
iod of several years, were m ade of 
all known telephone sw itching sys­ 
tems. 
various 
im provem ents 
in 
existing system s were worked out, 
and developm ent 
work 
was done 
on all new sw itching arrangem ents 
th at seemed prom ising." said M an­ 
ager W illman. 
B etter Service Seen 
"AU this work took tim e, since 
trials of the various features under 
actual operating 
conditions 
were 
necessary in addition to the large 
am ount of study and design 
As 


the result 
of 
the com prehensive 
series of investigations and trials, 
the dial system was adopted, as it 
seemed clear th a t 
it 
would give 
better and 
m ore 
uniform service 
th an was possible with the m anual 
system and at a cost less th a n the 
m anual 
system 
would 
eventually 
dem and. 
"Experience has show n th a t the 
dial system has come fully up to 
expectations with 
regard 
to ser­ 
vice. It is 
m ore 
accurate 
than 
m anual service and quicker. D ur­ 
ing hours of 
light 
use 
such as 
nights. Sundays and holidays the 
dial system is ju st as rapid as d u r­ 
ing the day. As was expected, it Is 
also proving m ore adaptable to im ­ 
provem ents 
and 
developm ents 
to 
keep pace w ith the n atio n ’s rapidly 
Increasing requirem ents 
for 
tele­ 
phone service. 
"T here is 
convincing 
evidence 
th a t a very large proportion of the 
m illions 
of 
present 
subscribers 
using dial service prefer th a t sys­ 
tem to the m anual and few' express 
any decided preference in favor of 
th e m anual. 
A General Trend 
"Introduction of the dial system 
is in line w ith industrial and social 
progress. It is the general trend 
in both business and personal ac­ 
tivities to expect faster m ethods of 
com m unication w ith 
less 
risk of 
error and the 
utilization 
of all 
practical devices for effecting im ­ 
provem ents. 
"W ithout dial operation it would 
have been increasingly difficult to 
m eet the need of subscribers and 
to insure continued im provem ents 
in service and there would have 
been substantial increases in cost 
for m anual 
service, 
which would 
have fallen farth er and fa rth e r be­ 
hind the possibilities of the dial 
system . 
"It has always been Bell system 
practice to attem p t to forecast the 
grow th of th e business and design 
and improve the system s, ap p ar­ 
atus, m aterials and operating m eth ­ 
ods necessary to be available for 
service as required and 
not 
after 
the need has developed. 
"Inasm uch as sw itchboards and 
sw itching system s control the ser­ 
vice and are the m ost com plicated 
p arts of the telephone plant, they

Jam es A N aism ith, 78. inventor of 
basketball, died at 1:50 a. rn today 
of h eart disease following a cere­ 
bral hem orrhage. 
Dr. N aism ith, professor em eritus 
of physical education at K ansas u ni­ 
versity, suffered a critical hem orr­ 
hage Nov. 19, but rallied and re tu rn ­ 
ed hom e from a hospital last W ed­ 
nesday. 
He was stricken again F ri­ 
day w ith a heart attack. 
He had 
been in a coma since noon yester­ 
day. 
W ith two peach baskets as equip­ 
m ent. Dr. N aism ith originated b a s -; 
ketball in 1891 as a w inter sport for 
y o ith s at 
the 
Springfield, M ass, 
Y. M. C. A training school. 
Nine On Team 
T here were nine men on a team 
and baskets were on the floor L at­ 
er he elevated th e baskets, reduced 
the num ber of players and estab­ 
lished rules 
which 
haave 
been 
changed but little in the in te rv al-! 
ing years. 
He gave up th e m inistry for Y. M 
C. A 
and physical training work. I 
He joined the U niversity of K ansas; 
staff in 1898 and in a few years b e - ; 
cam e head of the physical education 
departm ent. 
He retired from ac­ 
tive teaching in 1937. 
Od fly, K ansas became one of the 
m ost noted basketball schools in the 
country 
Its great team s were de- j 
veloped and coached by Dr. F. C. j 
(Phog* Allen, friend and associate j 
of Dr N aism ith. T he two disagreed 
good-naturedly over m any rules and 
rules changes. 
He once told Allen, "basketball is 
just a game to piay. It doesn’t heed j 
a coach." 
Favored Other Sports 
Despite the fact basketball was 
his brain child, Dr. N aism ith p r e - ; 
ferred o th er sports, such as w restl- j 
ing, for exercise. 
In 1936 basketball games over th e 1 
country defrayed expenses of Dr. j 
N aism ith for a trip to the O lym pic; 
games at Berlin where basketball i 
was played for the first time. 
AL Springfield. Dr. Naism ith m ar- | 
ried Miss M aude E Sherm an. She j 
died in M arch. 1937, 
They

three daughters and two sens. 
Dr. N aism ith m arried 
a second j 
tim e, J me IO, 1939 
His bride was
